Numismatics  and  the  Press 

For  the  last  decade  or  so,  collectors 
and  dealers  have  been  pestered  with 
such  silly  questions  as  "I  have  an  Indian 
head  cent,  where  do  I go  for  the 
money"?  And,  "How  much  does  the 
government  pay  for  Liberty  head  nickels 
that  are  not  stamped  with  the  word 
'cents'  "?  Such  rumors  can  be  traced  to 
several  sources.  First  we  have  the 
"coin-book-boys."  Those  dealers  who 
offer  to  pay  unheard  of  prices  for  coins 
that  are  very  ordinary  or  even  worth- 
less, providing  of  course,  that  you  send 
a dime  or  so  for  their  "wonderful  coin 
book  giving  the  highest  prices"  et 
cetera. 

Another  source,  more  subtle  than  the 
fake  advertisements,  is  the  "human  in- 
terest feature  story."  It  is  not  easy  to 
place  the  blame  for  such  romancing  on 
any  one  person.  The  editor  wants  a 
human  interest  story  about  old  coins.  The 
reporter  is  sent  to  get  it  and  before  it 
reaches  the  general  public  it  usually 
undergoes  the  careful  scrutiny  of  the 
city  desk  and  a proof-reader.  It  is  ap- 
parent that  most  editors  know  as  much 
about  the  value  of  rare  coins  as  a hen 
does  about  tooth-paste. 

A few  months  ago,  an  uninformed 
collector  living  in  Chicago  and  a misin- 
formed newspaper  man  of  the  same 
city  were  together  responsible  for  a 


story  stating  that  all  silver  quarters 
coined  between  1916  and  1924  were 
very  rare,  providing  the  date  was  not 
worn  off.  The  story  was  put  on  the 
wires  and  picked  up  by  hundreds  of 
papers  associated  with  that  news 
service. 

It  will  be  many  years  before  collectors 
and  dealers  hear  the  last  question  re- 
garding the  rarity  of  these  dated 
quarters. 

The  latest  and  most  ill-considered 
treatise  on  rare-coins  appeared  recently 
in  a national  monthly  magazine.  It  was 
written  in  an  interesting  manner  by  an 
enthusiastic  journalist  who  undoubtedly 
now  knows  a great  deal  more  about 
coins  than  he  did  when  the  article  was 
published.  The  article,  perhaps  it  is 
better  called  a story,  is  not  worthwhile 
reviewing  with  any  particularity.  Some 
of  it  is  based  on  fact.  Most  of  it  is 
sheer  nonsense.  Authorities  are  mis- 
quoted and  some  who  are  not  authori- 
ties on  the  subject,  are  quoted. 

It  is  true  that  such  stories  bother  the 
numismatist  but  little.  He  is  safe  in  his 
knowledge  and  does  not  particularly 
mind  answering  questions.  Those  who 
are  affected  are  the  hopeful  souls  who 
are  made  to  believe  that  the  few  old 
worn  coins  they  may  have  can  be  ex- 
changed for  real  money  with  which  to 
buy  food  and  shelter. 
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The  Royal  Family  of  Severus

IN  A.  D.  193  Septimius  Severus,  the

lished his  own  claim  to  the  purple.

To  those  who  regard  astrology  as  an 
occult  pursuit  undeserving  of  credibility, 
and  unworthy  of  a place  among  the 
sciences  of  this  relatively  enlightened 
age,  the  story  of  the  rise  of  Severus  and 
Julia  Domna,  his  wife,  must  indeed  ap- 
pear to  be  a paradox.  The  history  is 
ali  the  more  perplexing  because  reliable 
historians  state  that  before  Severus  was 
able  to  establish  his  claim  to  the  throne 
of  Rome,  the  position  of  the  stars  at 
the  time  of  Julia's  birth  forecast  that 
she  was  to  be  the  wife  of  a sovereign. 
Stranger  still  is  the  related  fact  that 
Julia  was  of  obscure  origin  and  attract- 
ed attention  only  because  of  her  pre- 
dicted destiny. 

Dion  Cassius,  a reputable  and  reliable 
contemporary  relates  that  Severus,  hav- 
ing an  ambition  to  become  emoeror, 
with  implicit  faith  in  the  science  of  the 
astrologers,  sought  out  this  obscure 
Syrian  girl  and  married  her,  receiving 
no  other  dowry  than  her  horoscope. 

Julia  was  gifted  with  a keen  intellect 
and  with  a cunning  for  which  her  coun- 
trymen were  so  well  known.  She  was 
endowed  with  tremendous  energy,  and 
with  unusual  ability  and  sagacity.  She 
practically  led  her  husband  by  the  hand 
up  the  path  that  led  to  the  throne.  She 
was  a benevolent  patron  of  the  Arts, 


and  encouraged  their  advancement  with 
her  active  interest  and  unselfish  appro- 
priations of  money.  Her  will  was  tyran- 
nizing and  at  times  she  completely  dom- 
inated her  husband  despite  his  boldness 
as  a soldier.  Her  morals,  however,  were 
notoriously  scandalous.  Severus,  either 
through  fear,  gratitude,  weakness  or  in- 
difference tolerated  her  profligacy,  even 
though  it  once  took  the  form  of  a con- 
spiracy against  his  life. 

After  becoming  emperor  Severus  pre- 
posterously claimed  to  be  the  adopted 
son  of  Marcus  Aurelius.  His  heirs  con- 
tinued the  fiction,  and  that  is  the  reason 
why  on  their  coins  their  appellation  usu- 
ally is  "MARCUS  AURELIUS  ANTONI- 
NUS". 

Severus  died  in  Britain  in  A.D.  211 
bringing  to  a close  a glorious  reign  of 
eighteen  years,  during  which  he  brought 
peace  to  the  empire,  established  strong 
frontier  fortifications,  and  kept  the  army 
in  obedience.  He  was  succeeded  by  his 
two  sons,  Caracalla  and  Oeta,  to  whom 
he  left  the  empire  as  joint  emperors. 


Though  Julia  had  considerable  influ- 
ence over  Caracalla,  she  certainly  had 
no  control  over  that  madman's  darker 
passions.  She  could  do  nothing  to  pre- 
vent him  from  assassinating  his  brother 
Geta  with  whom  he  shared  the  purple. 
The  crime  was  committed  within  her  own 
sight.  As  she  tried  to  protect  the  victim 
from  his  brother's  wanton  impulse,  she 
also  was  cut  by  the  dagger.  It  is  said 
that  Caracalla  even  became  annoyed 
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over  his  mother's  grief,  and  had  to  be 
restrained  from  killing  her  too. 

Caracalla,  however,  was  soon  to  be- 
come the  victim  of  his  own  conscience. 
He  sought  relief  by  the  destruction  of 
everything  that  would  remind  him  of  his 
awful  crime.  By  his  decree  the  memory 
of  his  brother  was  declared  eternally 
damned.  Wherever  a statue  of  Geta  was 
found  it  was  to  be  destroyed.  Even 
Geta's  portraits  upon  the  coinage  were 
to  be  obliterated  by  mutilation.  Some 
specimens  showing  his  marred  likeness 
are  extant  today,  and  are  grim  reminders 
of  this  gory  episode. 

But  Caracalla  was  the  common  enemy 
of  all  mankind.  He  left  Rome  in  213 
A.D.  and  never  returned.  The  remaining 
years  of  his  life  were  spent  in  the  prov- 
inces, each  of  which  in  turn,  was  to  ex- 
perience his  rapine  and  cruelty.  In  the 
midst  of  peace,  and  with  no  justifiable 
provocation,  he  commanded  a general 
massacre  in  Alexandria.  The  rich  were 
ruined  by  excessive  fines  and  by  confisca- 
tions, while  the  great  body  of  the  people 
was  burdened  with  oppressive  taxes. 


Macrinus  Diadumenianus 

So  long  as  Caracalla  lavished  the 
wealth  of  the  nation  on  his  soldiers,  his 
position  was  secure.  At  last,  in  217 
A.D.,  however,  this  bloodthirsty  madman 
was  murdered  by  a secret  conspiracy, 
apparently  engineered  by  Macrinus,  the 
Praetorian  Praefect.  Macrinus  declared 
himself  emperor  and  was  so  acknowl- 
edged by  the  empire. 

The  Empress  Julia,  had  now  experi- 
enced all  the  vicissitudes  of  fortune. 
From  a common  colonial  subject,  she 
rose  to  greatness,  only  to  taste  the  bitter 
disappointment  of  royal  rank.  She  was 
doomed  to  weep  over  the  death  of  one 


son  and  over  the  life  of  the  other. 
Although  Macrinus  treated  her  with  re- 
spect, she  preferred  death,  rather  than 
to  live  in  humiliating  dependence.  She 
accordingly  went  on  a hunger  strike  and 
died. 

Julia  Maesa,  her  sister,  was  ordered  to 
leave  court  and  the  City  of  Antioch.  She 
returned  to  Emesa,  her  home  town,  with 
her  two  daughters,  Soaemias  and  Ma- 
maea.  Each  daughter  was  a widow,  and 
each  had  one  son. 

Bassianus,  the  son  of  Soaemias,  was  a 
functionary  of  an  oriental  cult,  and  held 
the  position  of  High  Priest  of  the  Sun. 
This  holy  vocation  contributed  to  raise 
him  to  the  emperorship  of  Rome.  The 
soldiers  who  resorted  in  crowds  to  the 
Temple  of  the  Sun,  beheld  with  delight 
his  elegant  oriental  figure  and  dress. 
They  thought  they  recognized  in  him 
Caracalla,  whose  memory  they  now 
cherished  because  of  the  large  donations 
he  lavished  upon  them,  but  which  Ma- 
crinus had  discontinued. 

The  artful  Maesa  perceived  the  chang- 
ing temper,  and  sacrificing  her  daugh- 
ter's reputation,  insinuated  that  Bassia- 
nus was  the  son  of  Caracalla.  All  objec- 
tions were  silenced  with  money.  A con- 
spiracy fomented  by  these  clever  Syrian 
women  with  the  aid  of  their  eunuchs 
declared  Bassianus  emperor  in  218  A.D. 

The  coup  was  plotted  with  prudence 
and  prosecuted  with  vigor.  Macrinus, 
had  he  acted  promptly,  could  have 
crushed  his  infant  enemy.  While  he  de- 
layed, however,  the  spirit  of  rebellion 
spread,  and  soon  gained  sufficient  mo- 
mentum and  strength  to  result  in  his 
defeat  in  a decisive  battle. 

Bassianus,  now  the  Emperor  of  Rome, 
changed  his  name  to  Marcus  Aurelius 
Antoninus,  thus  claiming  descent  from 
the  Antonines  and  from  Severus.  He 
offended  the  delicacy  of  Roman  taste 
however,  by  assuming  the  tribunitian  and 
proconsular  powers  before  they  were 
conferred  upon  him  by  the  Senate. 

The  sun  was  worshipped  at  Emessa 
under  the  name  of  Elagabalus,  which 
henceforth  became  the  popular  name  of 
this  prince.  Elagabalus  at  once  aban- 
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Elagabalus  Julia  Paula 


doned  himself  to  the  most  licentious 
pleasures  with  ungoverned  fury,  and 
flaunted  his  oriental  religion  and  effemi- 
nacy in  the  faces  of  his  Roman  subjects. 

Maesa,  the  crafty,  understood  that 
Elagabalus  must  soon  destroy  himself  by 
his  own  vices,  and  that  she  must  provide 
another  means  of  retaining  power.  She 
induced  Elagabalus  to  adopt  Mamaea's 
son  Alexander,  and  to  invest  him  with 
the  title  of  Caesar,  so  that  his  own 
divine  occupation  as  High  Priest  of  the 
Sun  might  be  now  longer  interfered  with 
by  the  care  of  the  Earth. 

In  the  second  rank  Alexander  acquired 
the  affection  of  the  public  and  of  the 
army.  The  emperor's  jealousy  was  there- 
by aroused.  To  test  current  sentiment 
Elagabalus  circulated  a false  report  that 
Alexander  had  died.  A natural  suspicion 
of  murder  arose  which  inflamed  the  pas- 
sion of  the  army  to  fury.  There  were 
even  signs  of  mutiny.  Elagabalus  was 
provoked  by  the  army's  affection  for 
Alexander  and  ventured  to  punish  the 
leaders  of  the  disturbance.  His  unrea- 
sonable severity  proved  instantly  fa+al  to 
himself  and  to  Soaemias,  his  mother.  In 
the  massacre,  Elagabalus'  mutilated 
corpse  was  thrown  into  the  Tiber,  and 
his  memory  branded  with  eternal  infamy 
by  the  Senate. 

Alexander  succeeded  to  the  throne. 
He  was  then  a modest  and  dutiful  youth 
of  seventeen.  Maesa  and  Mamaea,  his 
grandmother  and  mother  respectively, 
acted  as  regents.  Maesa  survived  only 
a short  time  and  Mamaea  remained  in 
sole  control. 

By  this  time  the  army  had  come  to 
obstinately  believe  that  the  emperor 
reigned  at  its  pleasure.  Despite  Alex- 
ander's virtues,  his  struggle  against  the

corruption  of  the  time  was  futile.  He 
was  murdered  at  the  age  of  thirty  in 
235  A.D.  and  the  dynasty  founded  by 
Septimius  Severus  came  to  an  end.

Of  the  various  Severii  princes,  the 
coinage  of  Caracalla  is  the  most  signi- 
ficant. By  repeated  devaluations  since 
the  days  of  Nero,  the  silver  content  of 
the  denarius  in  Caracalla's  time  was 
quite  low.  Caracalla  reduced  the  weight 
of  the  gold  aureus,  and  for  the  purpose 
of  making  a profit  on  the  coinage  of 
silver,  introduced  a new  denomination 
called  the  "antoninianus".  This  new 
coin,  thouah  it  weighed  less  than  two 
denarii,  tariffed  at  that  rate. 

The  dynasty  founded  by  Severus  is 
well  represented  in  portraits  on  the  coins 
of  Rome  and  her  colonies.  Coins  of  the 
following  emperors  and  their  kin  are  to- 
day all  readily  obtainable  by  the  col- 
lector:

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New  Issues  of  Coins

Albania 


HOWLAND 


A TWO  and  a one  franc  in  silver  of  a 
^’new  type  were  issued  from  this  coun- 
try in  1935.  Both  of  these  show  por- 
traits of  the  King.  The  inscription  on  the 
new  coins  indicates  the  fact  he  is  now 
King  while  on  the  previous  issue,  struck 
in  1926  and  1927  he  was  simply  Presi- 
dent and  had  only  the  inscription  AN/1ET 
ZOGU.  The  new  coins  have  in  Albanian 
ZOG  I,  King  of  the  Albanians.  The  re- 
verse shows  the  mantled  arms  of  Al- 
bania crowned  with  the  peculiar  em- 
broidered cap  topped  with  the  head  of 
a chamois  as  depicted  on  the  portraits 
of  the  Albanian  Hero  Skanderbeg.  Both 
pieces  were  struck  at  Rome  as  was  the 
previous  issue. 


Republic  of  Panama 


THE  Republic  of  Panama  is  slowly 
* rounding  out  her  new  coinage,  the  sil- 
ver of  which  bearing  new  types  was 
begun  in  1930.  There  has  recently  been 
struck  at  the  Philadelphia  mint  a bronze 
one  centesimo  piece  which  is  the  same 
size  as  our  cent. 

The  obverse  shows  the  bust  of  an  In- 
dian facing  left  with  long  hair.  Above,

VRRACA,  and  behind  head  1935.  The 
reverse  has  simply  lettering  REPUBLICA- 
DE  - PANAMA  - at  top,  UN  CENTESI- 
MO  in  two  lines  and  sprays  of  oak  and 
laurel  in  center. 

The  Indian  Urraca,  portrayed  on  the 
piece  is  the  national  hero  for  defense 
of  the  homeland.  When  the  early  ex- 
plorers directed  their  attention  to  the 
regions  north  and  west  of  Panama,  they 
heard  of  a powerful  chief  named  Urraca 
living  in  the  mountains  of  Veragua  on 
the  south  coast  of  the  Isthmus,  and  who 
was  reported  to  have  much  gold.  Espi- 
nosa by  sea  and  Pizarro  by  land  started 
out  to  subdue  this  mountain  chieftain. 
Urraca  sent  his  women,  children  and  in- 
firm into  hiding  and  attacked  the  Span- 
iards so  valiantly  that  the  invaders  were 
only  saved  by  the  timely  arrival  of 
Hernando  de  Soto  with  some  of  Pizar- 
ro's  men  and  even  then  barely  got 
back  to  their  ship.  This  was  about  1522. 
The  whites  then  founded  a settlement  in 
that  region  at  Nata.  This  was  attacked 
by  Urraca,  reinforcements  were  later 
brought  up  and  a pursuit  of  the  Indians 
was  begun;  after  a five  days'  battle  the 
whites  were  driven  back  leaving  the 
chieftain  unbeaten.  Peace  was  finally 
made  with  Urraca.  Other  settlements 
were  founded  in  the  region  but  within 
a few  years  the  Spaniards  became  so 
unbearable  that  the  Indians  revolted. 
Uracca  joined  in,  but  later  was  induced 
to  come  to  Nata  under  solemn  assur- 
ance of  safety.  The  Spaniards  promptly 
put  him  in  irons  and  sent  him  to  another 
part  of  the  Isthmus  prior  to  sending  him 
to  Spain.  Urraca  forestalled  this  by 
escaping  and  after  rejoining  his  people 
carried  on  a relentless  war  against  the 
Spaniards.  He  was  never  again  cap- 
tured and  eventually  died  among  his  own 
people.  This  account  of  Urraca  is  taken 
from  Dr.  C.  L.  G.  Anderson's  book  "Old 
Panama  and  Castilla  die  Oro". 
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Exchequer  Tallies  of  Mediaeval  England

DROBABLY  the  most  ancient  method  of 
■ keeping  records  is  that  of  cutting 
notches  in  a stick.  Even  today,  aborig- 
inal tribes  use  such  a system  for  keep- 
ing records  of  time  and  business  transac- 
tions. Such  a system  is  not  limited  to 
the  aborigines,  for  bakers  in  France  and 
store-keepers  in  China  still  use  notched 
sticks  in  keeping  records. 

The  notched  stick,  or  wooden  tally,  as 
a form  of  reckoning  reached  its  highest 
point  of  development  in  England,  where 
it  was  used  as  late  as  the  19th  century. 
Originally  intended  as  a tally  it  even- 
tually developed  into  a token,  a form  of 
money  which  was  handed  from  person 
to  person.  In  the  12th  and  13th  cen- 
turies it  was  the  custom  to  give  as  a 
receipt  a notched  stick  to  those  who 
paid  money  into  the  exchequer.  The 
stick  or  exchequer  tally  could  be  used 
in  the  same  manner  as  any  negotiable 
instrument  of  the  present  time. 

The  tally  was  usually  made  of  hazel, 
although  specimens  of  willow  are  still 
extant.  The  amount  of  money  it  repre- 
sented was  indicated  by  notches.  On 
the  lower  edge  towards  the  holder  of 
the  tally,  the  incisions  denoted  the 
larger  denominations,  and  on  the  upper 
edge  the  smaller  denominations,  with 
the  pence  at  the  right  hand  end. 

The  notches  were  cut  according  to 
definite  rules.  A thousand  pounds  was 
marked  by  a cut  as  thick  as  the  palm 
of  the  hand;  a hundred  by  the  breadth 
of  the  thumb,  and  a score  by  the 
breadth  of  the  little  finger. 

A pound  was  recorded  by  a cut  the 
breadth  of  a grain  of  ripe  barley,  a 
shilling  still  less,  and  a penny  by  a single 
incision,  nothing  being  cut  out  of  the 
wood.  The  indented  stick  was  then  split 
through  the  incisions  almost  to  the  bot- 
tom, and  a portion  retained  by  each  of 
the  parties  to  the  transaction.  The  ex- 


chequer kept  the  stock  or  the  part  of  the 
tally  with  the  stump  handle  attached, 
and  the  counterfoil,  the  flat  piece 
stripped  off  the  tally,  was  given  to  the 
person  paying  in  the  money. 

The  tally  was  not  without  its  merits 
for,  as  a financial  instrument  and  evi- 
dence it  was  at  once  adaptable,  light  in 
weight  and  small  in  size.  It  was  easy  to 
understand  and  practically  impossible  to 
counterfeit. 

Tally  number  I on  the  opposite  page 
is  undated.  It  represents  an  expendi- 
ture in  connection  with  the  marriage  of 
King  Edward's  sister.  His  sister  Isabel 
was  married  to  Emperor  Frederich  II  in 
1235  and  Eleanor,  another  sister  was 
married,  as  a widow,  to  Simon  de  Mon- 
fort in  1238.  Unless  the  payment  was 
made  some  years  later,  it  must  be  at- 
tributed to  either  of  those  years. 

Tally  number  2 is  dated  Easter  1294 
and  records  a sum  of  money  paid  into 
the  exchequer  on  that  date.  A cor- 
responding entry  has  been  found  on  the 
receipt  rolls  at  the  public  record  office. 

Tally  number  3 belongs  to  the  20th 
year  of  the  reign  of  King  Edward  1st, 
Michaelmas  1292,  and  is  also  recorded 
in  the  public  record  office. 

Tallies  numbered  4,  5 and  6 are  un- 
dafed  and  belong  to  the  early  part  of 
King  Edward's  reign. 

The  historical  and  economical  signifi- 
cance of  exchequer  tallies  is  easier  to 
describe  than  the  actual  specimens.  The 
script  is  not  old  English  as  one  might 
suppose,  but  a mixture  of  clerical  Latin 
and  Norman  French.  The  many  abbre- 
viations used  in  the  inscriptions  also  add 
to  the  difficulties  in  deciphering  them. 
The  tallies  shown  in  connection  with 
this  article  are  faithful  illustrations  of 
specimens  that  are  still  extant.  It  is 
hoped  that  these  illustrations  will  be  of 
use  to  the  numismatist  who  is  interested 
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in  the  linguistic  and  paleographical  as- 
pect of  these  interesting  relics. 

The  use  of  tallies  in  England  was 
abolished  during  the  latter  part  of  the 
reign  of  George  III.  William  IV  or- 
dered the  old  tallies  destroyed,  as  they 
occupied  a considerable  space  in  the 


parliament  buildings.  It  was  decided  to 
burn  the  sticks  in  the  stoves  used  to  heat 
the  buildings.  The  dried  sticks  burned 
so  readily  that  the  stoves  became  over- 
heated and  consequently  caused  the  con- 
flagration that  demolished  the  old 
Houses  of  Parliament. 


New  Coins  for  China

r^URING  1935  the  Chinese  govern- 
■“^ment  has  been  experimenting  with  a 
pure  nickel  coinage  at  the  Philadelphia 
mint.  A number  of  pieces  were  struck 
bearing  the  date  of  the  24th  year  of 
the  Republic.  Now  quantity  production 
has  begun  but  these  in  all  probability 
will  carry  the  date  of  the  25th  year. 
The  pieces  are  of  three  denominations,  5, 
10  and  20  fen. 


The  obverse  shows  the  portrait  of 
Sun  Yat  Sen  (similar  to  that  on  the  pres- 
ent dollar),  within  a Chinese  fret  work 
border.  In  the  field  at  top  the  Chinese 
inscription  Chinese  Republic  twenty 
fourth  year. 

Rev.  Within  a fret  work  border  a 
representation  of  a square-toed  pu  or, 
as  we  call  it,  fork  or  cloth  money  of  a 
type  made  in  the  Chow  dynasty  in  the 
third  century  B.  C.  We  see  no  par- 
ticular significance  in  the  selection  of 
this  design,  except  its  possible  ornamen- 
tal qualities  and  that  it  represents  one 
of  the  several  early  forms  of  money.

expressed  in  the  older  and  more  elab- 
orate form  of  writing  the  numerals,  while 
the  20  fen  has  the  character  nien  mean- 
ing twenty  or  a score  rather  than  the 
figures  for  20. 

The  weights  of  the  pieces  are  3,  4,  5 
and  6 grammes. 

It  is  reported  in  the  North  China 
Herald  of  February  12th,  that  new  cop- 
per coins  of  one  and  one-half  cent 
denominations  are  also  in  circulation. 

For  the  time  being,  the  new  coins 
wi  II  be  circulated  in  the  following 
provinces:  Kiangsu,  Chekiang,  Anhwei, 
Kiangsi,  Fukien,  Hunan  and  Hupeh.

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Coinage  of  Southern  Rhodesia 

By  HOWLAND  WOOD 


COR  several  years  Southern  Rhodesia 
■ had  been  having  difficulty  in  keeping 
her  circulating  medium  within  its  bor- 
ders. First  along  British  coins  were  used, 
then  after  the  Union  of  South  Africa  had 
instituted  its  own  coinage  in  1923  the 
Union  supplied  its  own  coinage  to  Rho- 
desia. After  Great  Britain  went  off  of 
the  gold  standard  and  South  Africa  re- 
tained it,  the  Union  coins  in  Rhodesia 
were  taken  over  the  border  in  such  great 
quantities  that  the  colony  was  almost 
denuded  of  silver.  To  again  stock  up 
with  South  African  coins  would  have 
cost  about  a third  more  than  face.  Con- 
sequently steps  were  taken  to  have  a 
distinctive  Rhodesian  coinage  made  at 
the  London  Mint;  designs  were  prepared 
and  coins  were  struck.  In  December 
1932,  the  Union  of  South  Africa  went 
off  the  gold  standard  and  in  conse- 
quence the  situation  was  eased  up  and 
there  was  no  longer  the  pressing  need 
for  a new  coinage.  Ffowever,  the  coins 
had  already  been  shipped  from  London. 
The  Coiony,  however,  has  the  satisfac- 
tion of  having  a distinctive  as  well  as  a 
beautiful  coinage  of  its  own.  Also,  the 
fineness  is  .925  which  is  much  superior 
to  the  British  silver  coins. 


thistles  all  on  a tracery  field;  superim- 
posed on  an  ornamental  scroll  bearing 
G V - R.l.  The  two  shilling  piece  shows 
a sable  antelope  alert  to  left.

During  1934  one  penny  and  halfpenny 
pieces  were  sent  from  London  to  Sou- 
thern Rhodesia  made  of  an  alloy  of 
25  parts  nickel  and  75  parts  copper. 
This  nickel  alloy  is  the  same  as  used  in 
our  nickel.  The  obverse  shows  a 
crowned  Tudor  rose  with  a hole  punched 
through  the  center.

The  ship  shown  on  the  reverse  is  ob- 
viously intended  to  represent  the  Santa 
Maria,  flagship  of  Columbus'  fleet,  and 
the  two  hemispheres  are  equally  signifi- 
cant of  the  voyage  from  the  old  world 
to  the  new.  Columbus  set  sail  from 
Puerto  del  Palos  on  August  3,  1492, 
with  three  ships  and  88  men.  At  two 
o'clock  in  the  morning  on  October  12 
of  the  same  year,  the  coast  of  San  Sal- 
vador island  was  sighted.

Isabella,  "the  Catholic,"  was  queen 
of  Castile  during  the  period  when  Co- 
lumbus discovered  America.  She  was 
the  sovereign  and  never  re  linquished  h er 
authority  though  Ferdinand  and  Isabella 
were  proclaimed  king  and  queen  of 
Castile  together.  It  was,  however,  al- 
ways Isabella  who  decided  on  questions 
involving  the  administration  of  internal 
affairs.  This  was  indeed  fortunate  for 
Columbus  who  sought  the  aid  of  the 
Spanish  sovereigns  in  financing  his  pro- 
jected trip  around  the  world  in  search 
of  a new  route  to  India.  The  aid  which 
he  sought  was  at  first  refused  but 
through  the  efforls  of  her  Father  con- 
fessor Isabella  supplied  the  money 
necessary  for  the  venture.  The  most 
popular  version  relates  that  the  Queen 
pawned  her  jewels  in  order  to  raise  the 
funds  necessary. 

The  inscription  "Board  of  Lady  Man- 
agers" which  appears  on  the  reverse  of 
the  quarter  dollar  refers  to  the  group 
of  women  who  were  designated  by  the 
promoters  of  the  Columbian  Exposition 
to  promote  the  interest  of  women  in 
the  great  exposition.

Random  Notes  from  United  States  Mint  Reports 

By  FRANKLiN  PERRY 


WE  mentioned  in  our  last  mint  notes 
about  the  large  imports  of  foreign 
gold.  The  mint  report  for  1881  kept 
dwelling  on  how  the  precious  metal  kept 
pouring  into  this  country  and  how  the 
New  York  assay  office  was  working  over 
time  receiving  it  and  how  the  Philadel- 
phia mint  was  kept  busy  minting  this 
gold.  Over  thirty-five  million  dollars  was 
mined  in  this  country  and  over  ninety- 
three  million  came  from  abroad.  The 
bulk  of  the  gold  went  into  five  and  ten 
dollar  gold  pieces. 

Every  year  an  assay  commission  is  ap- 
pointed by  the  President  to  test  the 
weight  and  fineness  of  the  coins  made 
during  the  previous  year  to  ascertain 
that  they  are  within  the  legal  tolerance. 
This  is  an  ancient  and  almost  universal 
custom,  and  in  England  it  is  called  the 
Trial  of  the  Pyx.  Samples  of  coins  are 
picked  out  from  each  melt,  sealed  up 
and  sent  to  the  Philadelphia  mint  from 
the  branch  mints  and  stored  away  to- 
gether with  samples  struck  at  Philadel- 
phia until  the  commission  meets.  Most 
of  the  few  specimens  in  existence  today 
of  the  1894  dimes  minted  and  sent  from 
San  Francisco  for  the  annual  assay  are 
those  that  remained  after  the  assay 


commission  finished  their  tests  and  then 
put  into  circulation.  It  has  also  been 
the  habit  of  the  Treasury  Department 
to  strike  a special  medal,  varying  each 
year,  for  distribution  to  the  members 
of  this  commission,  and  consequently 
some  collectors  have  made  a point  of 
acquiring  these  pieces.  In  reading  the 
reports  of  the  annual  assay  one  is  im- 
pressed with  the  sameness  of  its  findings 
— all  the  pieces  tested  seem  to  pass  the 
examinations  with  good  marks  to  their 
credit,  which  is  a good  endorsement  of 
the  care  shown  in  the  production  of  our 
coins.  It  is  therefore  rather  a surprise 
to  read  that  the  committee  found  one 
silver  dollar  with  a fineness  below  the 
limit.  This  had  been  discovered  in  Oc- 
tober 1880  in  assaying  the  monthly  ship- 
ment for  July  sent  on  from  the  Carson 
mint  for  testing.  Orders  were  sent  on 
not  to  pay  out  any  coins  from  this 
melt.  Ninety-six  bags  each  containing 
a thousand  silver  coins  were  sealed  up 
while  various  tests  and  investigations 
were  then  made.  All  of  these  coins  were 
later  melted  down.  This  little  incident 
goes  to  show  the  scrupulous  care  with 
which  the  weight  and  fineness  of  our 
coinage  are  guarded.

Bronze  of  Augustus  Coined  10 
B.C.  Showing  Famous  Altar 
at  Lyons 

Between  the  years  16  and  13  B.C.  the 
Roman  emperor  Augustus  the  Great  was 
sojourning  in  Southern  Gaul.  His  chief 
centre  of  administration  was  at  Lyons, 
it  was  there  on  August  1st,  10  B.C.  that 
the  great  altar  in  honor  of  Roma  and 
Augustus  was  erected. 

To  commemorate  the  event,  bronze 
coins  of  all  sizes  were  struck  giving  a 
representation  of  the  famous  altar.  One 
of  the  most  easily  obtainable  of  these 
coins  is  herewith  described:

Co  ins  of  Interest 

Commemorative  Coin  of  the 
University  of  Breslau  in  Germany 


A coin  outstanding  in  beauty  and  in- 
terest is  the  silver  three  mark  piece  of 
1911,  issued  to  commemorate  the  cen- 
tennial of  the  University  of  Breslau.  This 
university  was  founded  in  1811  by  Em- 
peror Frederich-Wilhelm  III  by  the  in- 
corporation of  the  old  Jesuit  college  of 
Leopold  I (1702)  and  the  University  of 
Frankfort-on-Oder.  It  ranks  second 
among  Germany's  great  universities. 

Designed  by  Amberg,  a pupil  of  Tauil- 
lon,  the  obverse  of  the  coin  shows  fine 
portraits  of  the  Emperors  Frederich 
Wilhelm  III  and  Wilhelm  II.  The  reverse 
bears  the  symbolic  Prussian  eagle,  with 
slight  variations.  There  were  400,000  of 
these  coins  struck. 


A Curious  Commemorative  of 
the  I 6th  Century 

In  1546  a copper  coin  was  struck  to 
commemorate  the  splendid  service  to 
humanity  given  by  Conrad  Broyhan,  a 
Hannoverian  brewer. 


The  Record  Price  for  a United 
States  Commemorative  Coin 

Even  with  today's  sky-rocketing  prices 
for  commemorative  coins  it  will  be 
awhile  before  the  United  States  record 
is  endangered.  The  record,  as  far  as 
we  know,  was  made  during  the  World's 
Columbian  Exposition  in  Chicago.  Mr. 


Henry  Harper  Benedict,  then  president 
of  the  Remington  Typewriter  Company, 
paid  $10,000  for  the  first  coined 
Columbian  half-dollar  of  1892. 

It  was  Mr.  Benedict's  first  and  only 
venture  into  the  realm  of  coin  collect- 
ing. After  the  exposition  was  over  he 
gave  the  coin  to  the  Field  Museum  of 
Chicago,  where  it  is  now  on  display.
